Pianist Anthony Patten will lead off 
Shelton State Community College’s 
celebration of Black History Month on 
Tuesday, February 3, at 1 p.m. in the recital 
hall of the college. Sponsored by Shelton’s 
music department, the performance will be 
held as part of the college’s Terrific 
Tuesdays Conceit Series. 

A native of Toledo, ( )hio, Patten is 
currently an associate processor of music at 
the University of Montevallo. I le holds a 
bachelor of music degree from the 
University of Toledo, a master of music 







degree from the University of Michigan, and 
a doctor of musical arts degree from the 
University of Alabama. 

In April, he will present his formal debut 
recital at Carnegie Hall in New York City 
where he will perform works by Ravel, 
France, Scriabin, and George Walker. He 
has won numerous awards including the first 
place award in the International Bartok- 
Kabalevsky Competition ( 1 988).

People living in south Tuscaloosa 
County will be part of a much sa ier 
environment in the future thanks to a new 
partnership between Shelton State 
Community College and the Tuscaloosa 
County School System. 


The Tuscaloosa Emergency Management 


Agency recently informed the college that a 
grant request for an outdoor warning siren 
made by the Tuscaloosa County EA. on 
behalf of Shelton and the county school 
system had been approved by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). 

i loused on Shelton's new campus, this 
outdoor warning system will include a 
rotating electro mechanical siren with 
minimum of 1 27 DB sound rating at a 
distance of 1 < ( feet. Tie siren will 
include all mounting hardware and a siren 
control unit with a 208-220-240 vac single 
phase power requirement and two-tone 
decoder with a timer and radio receiver. 

The system will be radio activated and 
capable of individual and all call signals. 
The system will be mounted on a 50 - 
foot utility pole that when erected will 
extend 42 feet above the ground to support 
the siren. 

v hen completed, this outdoor warning 
system will extend and add additional 
warning capabilities to the city’s current 
system of 12 sirens and will serve 
Englewood Elementary School, Hi Merest 
Middle and High Schools, Shelton State 
Community College, and the Alabama Fire 
College. In addition, two churches, several 
subdivisions and apartment complexes, 
along with local businesses and mobile 
home parks will be served by this system. 

This outdoor warning system will warn 
over 8,000 people located within a range 
consisting of one mile in width and 10 miles 
in length. Historically, this area has been 
one of the most active tornado pathways in 
the area. 

The total cost of the pro ect is $7,000. 

The grant will pay $3,500 and the local 
matching share will be $3,500. The grant 


money will be paid to the City of Tuscaloosa 
General Fund, the financial accounting 
entity for this EA. The City of Tuscaloosa 
will reimburse each participant of this grant 
their appropriate federal share for the cost of 
the sirens. The system will be located at 
Hv south cud of Shelton’s new campus.
